Rosenshine, Palestine 


“Pd like to thank the Arab 
American Club here at Hart- 
nell College for inviting me 
to speak on the ‘Middle East 
Crisis. We know this crisis 
is something that is increas- 
ingly occupying the attention 
of the people of this country, 
particularly after the Jordan- 
ian events of last September.” 

With this opening, Dan 
Rosenshine, a Jew of the 
world-at-large began to out- 
line his opposition to the 
concept of existence of a 
seperate Zionist Israeli state. 

One of the more imme- 
diate objections Rosenshine 
has to the middle east crisis 
is the possible intervention 
and ensuing involvement of 
the United States in another 
“Viet Nam” type war, “‘a- 
gainst the wishes of the peo- 
ple of this country”’, 


“It is probably necessary 
now to have a very thorough 
discussion of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict, or what is called the 
Palestine problem. 

“I wish to put forward 
tonight, a growing view of 
how the crisis in the middle 
east can be settled without 
intervention by this country 
and the resulting death and 
destruction such intervention 
could cause. 

“We should 
this country, the construc- 
tion of a society, in the 
area called Palestine or Israel, 
that has the characteristic of 
a non-racial, non-religious so- 
ciety in which Christians, Mos- 
lems and Jews, and atheists 
all have equal rights before 
the law.

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“WE ARE HO LONGER ALONE”, GUZMAN 


Dr. Ralph C. Guzman, pro- 
fessor of political science at 
Merrill College, University of 
California at Santa Cruz and 
author of articles and books, 
including ‘“T he Mexican A mer- 
icans, Our Second Minority”, 
addressed an estimated 300 
persons in the Hartnell Col- 
lege library Monday night. 

Dr. Guzman, who served 
with the Peace Corps in Ven- 
ezuela and Peru from 1962 to 
1965, lectured on “Current 
Trends in Mexican-American 
Literature”. Mentioning that 
in modern times, the Mexican- 
American image had been dam- 
aged by the racist writings of 
some Anglo authors, such as 
John Steinbeck, Dr. Guzman 
moved into an outline of his 
project in assembling writings 
concerning Mexican-American 
population from earlier times 
in our history. 

“In defining Mexican-A mer- 
ican literature, I prefer to 
consider only that which was 
produced in this country, that 
which attempts to explain 
in some fashion the _ inter- 
action of the Mexican-A mer- 
ican and the larger society.” 

Dr. Guzman proclaimed his 
excitement at finding a news- 
paper which was geing pub- 
lished in 1859. 

“It was, however, the great 
body of literature written in 
the 1920’s by tjose enamored 
of the eugenic movement who 
attempted to explain the be- 
havior, existence and the fu- 
ture of Mexicans in the United 
States in terms of genetics.” 

“That body of literature 
was incredible, absolutely in- 
credible! Perhaps, that kind 
of writing, those kinds of 
articles may have had a great 
deal to do with the formation 
of public policy and contrib- 
uted to that time, beginning 
in 1929, and continued with 
very severe intensity until 
1932, when every single per- 
son of Mexican background, 
in this country was suspect. 
Every single. person in the 
United States, of Mexican

This had very much to do, to 
set the stage for what fol- 
lowed.” 

The next question: “Dr. 
Guzman, going back to your 
earlier statement concerning 
Steinbeck’s writings as being 
racist; do you consider his 
commentaries on the Mexican- 
Americans to be any more 
drastic than those on other 
peoples who came into this 
er for instance, the Okies?” 

“No, I wouldn’t, because 
Steinbeck writes about — he 
puts us all in there, doesn’t 
he?”

“What’s involved in the 
middle east is a fundamental 
struggle of tHe Palestinian peo- 
ple who were dispossessed of 
their land through the crea- 
tion of the country and the 
state called ‘Israel’, and for 
22 years have been trying to 
correct that situation, and 
today who have built a move- 
ment which by its nature 
and scope has become a major 
factor in determining the en- 
tire politics of the middle 
east. 

“There tremendous 
number of forces. involved 
in the middle east. There 
are the Palestinians, the Arab 
countries, the Zionist estab- 
lishment in Israel, the Soviet 
Union, the United States state 
department. 

“The very concept that 
the great powers have the 
right to sit down and nego- 
tiate the future of the op- 
pressed peoples of the world 
is in itself the denial of the 
principle of self-determina- 


isa 


tion.” 

The drive and determina- 
tion of the Palestinians to 
return to their homeland was 
pointed up by Rosenshine 
in his description of the re- 
cent conflict between the Jor- 
danian forces of King Hussein, 
who possess arms capability 
probably second only to those 
of Israel. During this Jordan- 
ian-Palestinian confrontation, 
Rosenshine claimed the Jor- 
danian forces were fought to 
a standstill. 

During the session of ques- 
tions from the audience, one 
of the attending Palestinians 
requested permission to an- 
swer the question concerning 
forcable dispossession of Pal- 
estinians of their homes and 
land, an illegal act. 

It was, therefore, simple 
for Israeli guerrilla forces, dur- 
ing the hours of darkness, 
to enter the homes of Pal- 
estinians and force entire fam- 
ilies from their beds and start 
them on the road out of the 
country, prior to sunrise.
